x BUILDING STATISTICS -— TASMANIA, SEPTEMBER QUARTER, 1957. 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician (Mr. J. ¢. Stephen) has made available 
the following particulars of Building Statistics for the quarter ended 30th September, 
1957. More extensive comparative data for preceding periods will be found in each June 
Quarter Statement. 


A statement of definitions of terms used will be found on page 6. 


NEW HOUSES COMPLETED: During the quarter ended 30th September, 1957; 655 new houses were 
completed compared with 672 in June quarter, 1957 and 529 in March 
quarter, 1957. 


Completions in September quarter in preceding years were: 1954 = 
5593 1955-5793 and 1956 - 778. The 655 houses completed during September quarter, 1957 
comprised 67 brick, concrete etc., 64 brick, concrete, etc., veneers, 495 wood, 4 pre- 
fabricated wood and 25 fihro-cement. 


NEW HOUSES COMMENCED: The number of new houses commenced during September quarter,1957 


was 616, a decrease of 125 compared with June quarter, 1957. 


NEW HOUSES UNDER: CONSTRUCTION: The number of new houses under construction at 30th 
September, 1957 was 2,098 a decrease of 39 compared 
with the 30th June, 1957 figure of 2,137. bonne para figures as at the 30th September 
in previous years are as follows: 1954 — 2,296; 1955 —- 2,543; 1956 - 2,037.

NEV BUILDINGS (OTHER THAN HOUSES): The value:of new buildings (other than houses) 
completed during September quarter, 1957 was

1957. Twenty three new factories valued at £180,000 were completed during the quarter. 


During September quarter, 1957, the value of new buildings (other than hous es), 
commenced was £1,195,000 compared with £1,696,000 in June re 1957 and £1,199,000 
in March quarter, 1957. 


VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS: The value of all buildings, including houses, completed in 
: Tasmanie during September quarter, 1957, was 23,192,000 a 
decrease of £243,000 compared with June quarter, 1957, and an increase of £262,000 compared 


with Septemher quarter, 1956. New houses valued at £1,958,000 comprised 61.3 per cent of 


the total value of completions. 


The value of new buildings commenced during September quarter, 1957 was 
&3,150,000 a decrease of £626,000 compared with June quarter, 1957, and £25,000 more than 
in September quarter, 1956. 


The value of new buildings under construction at 30th September, 1957 was

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED. 


Owner-Builders For the purpose of this Bullctin, an owner-builder is a person 


who is actually building his own house or is having his house built under his own 
direction without the services of a Contractor who is responsible for the whole job. 


Commenced: & building is regarded as having bee commended when work on 
the foundation has begun. Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point that 
this represents in building operations, it is probable that interpretations pleced 
upon it by informants are not entirely uniform. 


Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the builder 
has fulfilled the terms of the contract. As with commencements, the interpretations 
placed upon this definition may vary. 


Under Constructions A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is 
regarded as being under construction regardless of whether construction was actively 
proceeding on that particular date. 


Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons actually working on

as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of weather.
